Bronchitis and Pneumonia. 


These two diseases are of fairly frequent 
occurrence, but, if taken in time, can be 
readily cured. Bronchitis is usually caused 
by a sudden change in the weather, and ans 
diagnosed by a dry, eatchy cough, quickened 
breathing and whistling sound. or ‘ wheez 
ing.” To treat: Hold the bird’s head over 
the steam of kettle a few times a day, and 
give four drops of ipecacuanha wine every 
three hours. Add a litlte roup powder to 
the drinking water, and give a couple of tea- 
spoonfuls of glycerine or sweet oil, warm, 
every night. Keep the bird in a moderately 
warm room. 

The symptoms of pneumonia are somewhat 
the same as of bronchitis. with a gusping 
or panting for breath and neck stretched 
out; it may he caused by exposure to wet 
or sudden change in weather. Keep the 
affected bird in a warm room. near a fire. 
vr hover, and protected from draughts; feed 
on warm bread and milk and give three 
drops of ipecacuanha wine in two tablespoon 
fuls of warm water every hour until relief 
Is obtained. 

RHEUMATISM sometimes affects birds. es 
pecially in damp places: a simple remedy for 
che loss of power in the legs thronch this 
complaint is to hold the legs up to the hocks 
in hot water in which a small handful of 
washing soda has been dissolved. Keep the 
vater as hot as the hand can bear it. Aft” 
& few minutes rnb some good embrocation 
info the hock joints. It is best to carry out 
this treatment at night. 

SCALY LEG is all too prevalent when 3! 
ean he easily cured. This unsightly disease 
Is caused by a parasite, which burrows under 
the scales of the leg: it is very contagious, 
and is often introduced into a flock by 
purchased stock, especially broodies, whicn 
should always be examined. |

FARM PRICE PROBLEMS AND THE ECONOMIC 
CRISIS.

Much sympathy will be felt by their 
fellow farmers with those who believe that 
what the farmer mainly desires during the 
critical times which now confront him is 
to have his total taxation reduced, and, fo 
the rest, “to be left alone.” It is certainly 
true that no very definite lead is forthcoming, 
apart from political theorising, in respect of 
agricultural policy, either in this country or 
in England. And this is equally true whether 
the policy in question is one for farmers 
themselves to pursue or is a policy for farm 
ing as a whole, to be pursued by the Goverr- 
ments The reason whv exact leading is 
difficult, and in some respects impossible, is 
because the conditions are changing daily, 
their constituent factors are intractable to 
any process of adequate analysis, or else have 
changed before such analysis ean be examined 
and discussed, and, lastly, because, though 
it is never easy to forecast the future, it 
is impossible to do so to-dav. It 1s natural, 
then, that farmers should entertain grave 
doubts as to the value of even good expert 
should feel that all that matters 
is a reduction in taxation and rates—a 
desideratum which, with a reduced £ and 
an adverse trade balance, is not, we think, 
at all likely to be realised.

Denmark, Ireland, the Gold Standard 


and the Price Position. 


And yet—and, doubtless, the best informed 
farming opinion must. realise this—there was 
never a time when a clear lead was more 
necessary. A few concrete examples of 
current conditions will illustrate this. A 
bare week was believed that the 
abandonment. by Britain of the gold standard 
would at least help our dairying exports. 
But now Denmark has followed in Britain's 
wake. and the anticipated vain of the present 
situation to Treland, though not, we think, 
entirely eliminated, is seriously diminished. 
And whv has Denmark made this decision? 
. from The Hceonomist— 
“the agricultural organisations, at a 
special meeting. passed resolutions 
calling on the Government to suspend gold 
payments, and declaring that otherwise there 
would he a collapse of Danish sgricultuie, 
depends very largely on exports to 
England.” We have no bodies here exercis- 
ing equal weight in the national councils. 
(Incidentally we find confirmation for the point 
made by Mr. Cosgrave in Limerick, that a 
resoit to a new anchorage for [Irish 
currency would inflict serious injury 
on Ireland as an exporting nation.) 
Again, apart from the position of Denmark, 
it has to be noted that no immediate increase 
of impertance in the value of our exports 1s 
in sight. In Manchester last week Danish 
butter appreciated by 6s. per cwt. as a result 
of departure from the gold standard, but 
there was not a proportional increase in Irish. 
It is not quoted for Manchester; though it 
rose to 128s. (maximum) in Glasgow, the 
“demand was quiet.” The Economist's 
general price list quotes at “ nought,” and 
it. would seem that the policy of filling Irish 
cold stores—some think beyond probable 
maximum demand before next spring—has re- 
duced useful additions to our export income.

Should We Rely Upon Tariffs? 


In these conditions what is the farmer t 
do? A few general precepts he, perhaps, can 
be trusted to apply himself. He should study 
the markets with increasing vigilance. - He 
should consider how far it may pay him, and 
indirectly the country, either to consume or 
to sell at home all there is a natural demand 
for; this is a larger proportion of his output 
than is usually realised. But he should not 
hold his export too long from the world 
market, to which Britain is his ‘ port of 
entry,’ but—even if prices are not what he 
hopes for—he should keep on working up to a 
maximum production. He should not trust to 
tariffs, but should his economy 
on existing prices. Tariffs mev: not 
or may be offset by chance of policy in the 
nations competing with us. If we realise 
tariff gains later on they should, we think, 
be regarded as windfalls, not perpetually re- 
current gains.

HOSE who have any right to speak on 
a the subject are agreed that the animal 
which is ioo bad to breed from falls 
naturally into the class of scrub, and should 
have no place in any of the live stock schemes 
which are meant to improve the races ol 
cattle, writes Mr. James Cameron. An exact 
cefinition of scrub is not required if practical 
men are In agreement in regard to procedure 
leading up to elimination, It 1s not a gues- 
tion of breeding entirely nor of going by de- 
finite lines ot blood, but it is a question ol 
clearing the country cf rubbish and of setling 
ap a standard which is not unreasonably high 
for the average small farmer. 
It is also agreed that the best centres fer

The late Mr. Alexanler Cameron, the ex- 
perienced breeder and critic, was wont to 
maintain that there were no scrub bulls in 
Ireland. In effect, his contention was that 
the worst animals in the country at large 
were still good enough for the poorer locali- 
lies. Needless to say. he did not find very 
strong backing for his views. The founda 
licns of his argument were probably based 
on the knowledge that if a reasonably 
hich standard of inspection 
sisted on, stock breeders in 
would be faced with the difficulty of shortage 
in the buying market. As a matter of fact, 
the rules of selection and rejection have to be 
applied with discrimination until the country 
has had time to produce the requisite num- 
hers. A few years ago, when the writer was 
judging dairy bulls” at an important Irish 
centre, he would have liked to dismiss groups 
of young bulls which did not come up to 
his idea of “fairly good’; but the stewards 
advised him to take a moderately fenerous

A Problem for the Times. 


Taking Ireland as a whole, there can he no 
question that the Shorthorn breed is the most 
popular universally. It is pointed out at 
times that other breeds are either makin 
headway or are holding their own, and it is 
specially argued that the dairy shorthorn ot 
the beef variety only should he bred from. 
On this question one may be allowed to note 
that there is a certain amount of danger In 
extremes. (Certain tenant farmers can specia 
lise if they like, but the majority must hold 
fairly near the ‘general purpose. While some 
men who are near the dairy factories declare 
that every herd ought to be up to a standard 
of 700-800 or more gallons per cow, it is safe 
to say that a striving to reach the thousand 
gallons standard is prone to end in a scraggy 
collection of animals. It is sometimes said in 
the market places that men ought to breed 
what pays best, and, no doubt, that is broadly 
true; but the stock on every farm ought to 
suit the ground as much as possible, and 1! 
it can be done it is well to have cows of a 
definite standard. 

The owner of a large herd of 30-40 cows, 
let one say, can, generally speaking, take a 
double line. For instance, he may have gene 
ral purpose cows in two-thirds of his stock 
and a highly-specialised group in the re 
mainder. He may be a breeder and feeder o! 
Shorthorn grades and a purveyor for the 
Dairy Factory otherwise; but it 1s always 
well to have beef as foundation on both sides, 
if he has the feeding and fat stock market 
in view, and to have milk as basis if he has 
the dairy in view.

Something Scotch. 


In the north-east of Scotland some farmers 
fake a peculiar line in breeding for the or- 
dinary market. They use Shorthorn’ and 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls more or less in succes: 
sion. Their cows are inainly blue-grey crosses. 
To these they may put a Shorthorn bull. 


They select the best heifers from this cross 


for the herd, and they may follow up by 
using an Aberdeen-Angus bull. In this way 
thei practicelly all polled. 
Their resort to a 
Shorthorn cows threaten to 
size, upon the Aber- 
‘een-Angus when the tend to becomg 
rather angular and bare in flesh. Some e 
the calves are brought up by hand, but 
the greater proportion suckled.

CARE OF FARM HARNESS.

factor in the working costs of a farm 
team. This being so, it would certainly pay 
most farmers to see that their harness sets 
receive more care and preservative treatment, 
so as to ensure that they will last as long as 
possible. 

A set of heavy harness is an expensive item, 
costing £12-£14 when new, and its length of 
service depends greatly on the treatment it 
receives. Most men connected with farm life 
have seen cases where a set has lasted so long 
as twenty years with care, keeping strong and 
pliable till near the end. On the other hand, 
with careless and negligent treatment, it may 
dry out and go to pieces in three or four 
seasons. 


Weight and Service. 


When buying harness it is important to 
make sure that it is heavy enough for the 
work required after it has seen three-four 
years’ service. ‘There is a certain relation 
between the weight of a horse and the weight 
of the harness he should use. A lighter set 
naturally costs less money, but the greater 
length of service that may be expected from a 
set of full weight will usually more than make 
up for the relative small initial difference in 
cost 

Systematic cleaning and oiling are points of 
first importance in harness treatment. Even 
a new set, if it has been kept for some time. 
will be all the better for a preliminary oiling 
before being put to use. Harness in constant 
use will benefit by a light applicaton of oil 
every month or so, and all farm harness 
should be well oiled at least twice a vear. 
This keeps the leather pliable and resilient, 
and prevents water from soaking in. 


HE expenses of harness renewal and re- 
pair are by no means a negligible 


Preservative Treatment. 


One or two dead days in winter may well 
be given to special preservative treatment of 
the sets. The harness should be taken apart, 
and, after cleaning off loose dirt, well washed 
with warm water and soft soap, hung up till 
the surface is dry, thoroughly oiled, allowed 
to dry in a warm room, and all excess oil 
wiped off. At this time, too, all broken and 
weak places in the part. should be repaired 
and the harness put into good condition for 
another year's service. 

Saddlers are that only animal or 
vegetable oils should be used in the treatment 
of harness, and that petroleum 1s likely to 
have a hagrmful effect on the leather. Neats 
foot oil, or half and half tallow, 
melted together and applied warm, is well re: 
commended, 

()ther important points are to wipe the 
harness dry before putting it away, to hang 
the sets in a dry room, and to do everything 
possible to banish. rats and mice, which 
sometimes chew the leather. Against these 
enemies an occasional treatment of the har 
ness with fish-oil seems to be fairly effec

A good collar is a part of 
outfit, and this much

harness, and should be kept evenly padded. 
Many collars are ruined by carelessness ip 
nulline them apart so that they will slip 
on more easily 

Working out the vearly cost of the various 
items of farm equipment is a useful exer- 
cise, and harness sets mav well be included 
This must include interest on capital 
outlay, depreciation, and an allowance for 
labour charges expended on the sets.  In- 
terest may be put at 45 per cent. on first 
cost. Depreciation will vary with quality and 
the treatment given, and the degree to which 
the harness is used. A good set should last 
from 10 to 20 years with reasonable care. De-

Mooney, solicitor, defended. 


NOT CONCEALED. 


Sergeant Boban, Crossakiel, giving evi- 
dence, stated that he found the guns men- 
tioned when he searched the house of the 
defendant under a search order on the 27th 
August last. 

ross-examined by Mr. Mooney, wit ¢: 
said that thé guns were not concealed in avy 
way. 

Mr. Mooney pleaded that the youth was 
a boy of very good character, and he did 
not intend to usé thé weapons in any wrong 
way. It was, déclared Mr. Mooney, entirely 
due to ignorance that he had not realised his 
responsibility in this matter. Concluding, 
Mr. Mooney asked the Justice to deal wit 
the defendant under the Probation of 
Offenders Act. 

The Justice said that he would 
convict the defendant of the offence. 

Superintendent Bergin—I think, in fair- 
ness to the defendant, that it should be $;id 
that the weapong were not kept for any un- 
lawful purpose. 


PROTECTING OWNERS. 


The Justice said that the danger was 
that the guns might get into the hands of 
undesirable persons. Having regard to 
events in this country, it was absolutely 
necessary that the authorities should have a 
check on every single gun in the possession 
of everyone. By having this check they 
were abie to protect the owners of the guns 
from having those guns taken from. them 
How, asked the Justice, would he protect 
himself from others that would be anxions 
to get the guns. The Guards did not know 
that they were there. He would 
take a serious view of the case. 

If he treated this case with severity the 
penalties were up to £20, or imprisonment, 
but he would have regard to the way the 
case was met, and he would accede to }: 
Mooney s request, in this way, that he would 
let the defendant off with a fine of £1. It 
was not, declared the Justice. to be taken as 
a precedent by others, because in any othe: 
cases he would inflict the full penalty. There 
was no excuse for persons having firearms 
without certificates. 

Superintendent Bergin applied to have the 
guns forfeited, and the Justice grauted the 
orcler.

GLASGOW CHARITIES.

A FLER the funeral! of Sir Thomas Lipton 


at Glasgow yesterday the executors of 
‘ his will met. It was stated that it is 
impossible to give any accurate estimate of 
the estate, but it is anticipated that it will 
certainly exceed £1.000,000 gross. 
There are a tumber of specific legacies to 
personal friends, employés past and present, 
and servants. 


A HOSTEL FOR NURSES. 


As regards his restate at Osidge, Sir 
Thomas's trustees are directed to make over 
the house, policies and estate to such institu- 
tion or persons, or body corporate, as they 
think fit, in order that it may be preserved 
as a hostel for nurses in memory of Sir 
Thomas's mother. 

The trustees have also power to give such 
articles of furniture, etc., at Osidge to the 
hostel as tbev think fit, and a sum of 
£20,000 is left as an endowment for the 
hostel. 


£100,000 FOR POOR MOTHERS. 
As regards his estate at Osidge, Sir 
Thomas may have given for this purpose 
during his lifetime, is left to be applied in 
the City of Glasgow by his trustees as they 
may think fit for the benefit of poor mothers 
of the working; classes and their ehildren. 

Sir Thomas. during his lifetime, gave 
£20,000 for this purpose. Accordingly the 
sum falling to be applied in this way will be 
£5v,000. 


THE AMERICAN GOLD CUP. 

The gold loving cup, presented to Sir 
Thomas by the people of the United States in 
1900, is left to the New York Yacht Club. 

In making this bequest the following words 
appear in Sir Thomas s will:—‘'I would 
like to add a personal note that they are 
the very best of sportsmen, and I appreciate 
very much the many kindnesses shown to 
me by them.’’ 

As regards Sir Thomas's collection of 
yacht racing cups and trophies, the trustees 
are given power to hand over the collection 
in its entirety to some suitable museum or

GLASGOW HOSPITALS. 


The following specific legacies to charities 
are left by Sir Thomas :— 

To the Roval Infirmary, Glasgow—£1 000. 

To the Western Infirmary, Glasgow— 
£1 .000. 

To the Victoria Infirmary, Glasgow 
1 (XX). 

To the Incorporated Glasgow Old Man's 
Friend Society and Old Woman's’ Home, 
Rottenrow, Glasgow—£1 (XX). 

To the Lipton Memorial Nurses’ Home, 
Cambuslang-- £3,000. 

To the Grovelands Hospital, near London— 
£1,000. 

In leaving these specific legacies Sir Thomas 
provides that they are not to fetter or affect 
the discretion of his trustees in disposing of 
the residue of his estate in accordance with 
his will, or as to giving these named charities 
further sums in any way. 

The residue of his estate is to be divided 
among hospitals and institutions in the City 
of Glasgow and town of Cambuslang. and in 
the counties of London and Middlesex, in 


cluding Southgate.

Hundreds of persons assembled at the 
Central Station, (Glasgow, yesterday morning 
for the last home-coming of Sir Thomas 
Lipton to the city of his birth. 

The two funeral coaches of the “ Night 
Scot’ from Euston were detached, and from 
the specially draped carriage the plain oak 
casket was carried into a motor hearse. A 
second coach contained scores of floral tributes 
from all over the world. The casket was con- 
veved to St. George's Church, where a con 
tinuous stream of people passed before it. 

The Rev. Dr. Maclean Watt, of Glasgow 
Cathedral, in a tribute to Sir Thomas Lipton 
at the Memorial Service in St. Georges 
Church, said that he gave thanks for a 
beloved comrade and his spirit of indomitable- 
ness, by which he conquered the adverse cir- 
cumstances of his birth. Sir Thomas was not 
ashamed of the fireside that he sprang from 
or the big-hearted woman who rocked his 
cradle and gave him an example of what was 
best in life. 

The church is situated in one of the busiest 
parts of Glasgow, and traffic was suspended 
as the long corfrge passed on its way to the 
Southern Necropolis. The entire route was 
lined. The public were excluded trom the 
graveyard during the interment.

SPEED. — 
MORE THAN 600 FEET 
A SECOND. 
SUCCESS ASSURED BY 
| GOOD “STAFF WORK.” 


| VERY now and then a = supreme 
3 mechanical achievement attains the 
perfection of a mathematical equation 
or an inspired phrase in music.. The keenest 
critic can find no flaw, no ground ior sug 
gestion that the thing might have been 
accomplished even more splendidly. 

Flight-Lieutenant Stainforth’s marvellous 
speed flight over Southampton Water was 
beyond cavil one of those pre-eminent happen- 
ings. His average in four runs over the speed 
course of 408.8 miles an hour is the visible 
sign of a performance masterly in every 
detail. of flving that may be equalled but 
assurediy will never be surpassed, of a 
perfect machine moving in absolute harmony 
with the will of the pilot who was its brain. 

Stainforth’s thoroughness is proverbial in 
the High Sneed Flight Nothing that he 
does is haphazard or unprepared; an’ his 
plans for the supreme flight of his life were 
worked out to the uttermost detail with the 
calm certainty of a master chess-player. His 
earlier successful attack on the speed record 
in which he maintained an average speed of 
379 miles an hour, provided him with the 
essential basis of experience. 


STAFF WORK. 


For hours he studied a large-scale chart of 
the speed course, plotted between  Lee-on- 
Solent and Hill Head, along the eastern shore 
of Seuthampton Water and the surrounding 
country. He decided that his dive on to the 
speed course, permissible from a height of 
not more tlian 400 metres (1.300 feet), pro- 
vided that the machine is level at a point 
500 metres before the course itself. must be

steeper than during the earlier effort and 
start later. He chose certain landmarks to 
guide him exactly in beginning the dive and 
in pulling out level. At the farther end of 
the course this procedure was repeated. 
Stainforth then mstructed mechanics to tilt 
the racing seaplane in the shed to the precise 
angle at which he planned to dive, and on 
the windscreen he inscribed guiding lines to 
assist him in picking up the various land. 
marks while he moved through the air at 
seven niles a minute and more. 

His machine was S 1595, the new Vickers 
Supermarine Rolls-Royce monoplane flown by 
Flight-Lieutenant Boothman in the trum 
phant “‘fly over” of the Schneider Trophy 
course on September 13. This craft has 
always travelled two or three miles an how 
faster than its sister, S 1596, a difference 
caused by minute variations in manufacture. 
In place of the standard racing motor of 2,300 
was installed a specially tuned Rolls 
developing no less than 
2.600 bp. A new blended fuel, em- 
ploying a proportion of synthetic spirit 
resembling wood alcohol, as well as lead 
ethyl, was placed in the tanks. The air- 
screw was changed for one of slightly altered 
pitch, designed to provide just sufficient 
thrust to get the craft off the water and to 
develop maximum efficiency at the upper end 
of the speed range. Small louvres fiited 
to ventilate the interior of the wing structure 
were removed: these louvres had opened 
forwards, and their removal resulted in an 
immediate increase of speed of several miles

WORLD'S FASTEST FLIGHT. 


Thus equipped, Stainforth ascended in 
weather that was well nigh perfect. 
Visibility, it is true, is often better over 
Southampton Water than it was that 
evening, but loss of certain land marks was 
in the upshot more than compensated by the 
presence of almost stationary cloud banks, 
which provided a magnificent ‘‘ horizon ’’ and 
course indicator. The air was quiet, the 
anemometer at Calshot only recording move- 
ment up to five miles an hour, and there 
were no ‘‘bumps”’ to disturb the smooth 
passage of the fiving machine over the 
water. Further, Southampton Water was 
for the nonce entirely free of shipping in 
the area over which Stainforth must fly. 

Stainforth opened the throttle gently, vet 
swiftiv, and, after a run of 43 seconds. the 
leautiful blue and silver craft left the water, 
climbing into the haze over Spithead. 
Presently the machine emerged from the 


crgan note that filled the heavens, and was 
seen fiviny at stupendous speed less than two 
hundred feet above the water along the speed 
course. Away over Southampton Harbour, a 
climb to the permitted height, and down 
again to the speed course. Expert observers 
on Calshot Castle realised at once that the 
dive was steener than Stainforth had attempted 
on the Schneider day. For a few seconds he 
moved earthwards at a velocity of more than 
450 miles an hour at an angle which was 
afterwards learned to be fifteen degrees from 
the horizontal, and -again he pulled out 
smoothly on to a levei keel half a mile or so 
be‘ore entering the speed course. 

Three times more the pilot steered his 
machine with periect precision along the speed 
course, varying scarcely bya fraction each time 
from his aerial path. One might have thought, 
indeed, that his machine moved on invisible 
rails. At the end of the fifth run he shot 
at full speed over Calshot Cast'e in a superh 
vertical bank, and. the air suddenly quiet as 
he closed the throttle, steered to an alighting 
near the eastern shore. He had heen aloft 
for twenty-eight minutes. 


THE PILOT’S ESTIMATE. 


When Stainforth came ashore he told his 
colleagues privately that from the readings of 
his air sneed indicator he estimated that he had 
heen fying at anproxiumately 411 miles an hour 
on each run, This announcement was received 
with friendly jeers; but, after’: making the 
necessary allowance for the wind, was found 
to be completely justified by the announce 
ment, made just before dawn the following 
morning, of the official speeds recorded by 
the electric timing apparatus fixed at either 
end of the speed course. To meet the 
requirements of the International Aeronautic 
Federation a world’s speed record is the 
average of four runs, two in each direction. 
over the speed course, which must measure 
exactly three kilometres. Stainforth's figures 
are worth recalling: — 

First run .... 415.2 m.p.h. (667.05 kmsh. ) 

Second run .. 405.1 m.p.h. (651. 8 kmsh.) 

Mhird run .... 409.5 m.p.h. (658.88 kmsh. ) 

Fourth run... 405.4 m.p.h. (652.28 kmsh. ) 

The average of 408.8 miles an hour (657.8 
kmeh.) represenis an advance of no less than 
51.1 miles an hour on the previous official 
record, achieved in 1929 by Squadron-Leader 
A. H. Orlebar. captain of the High Speed 
Flight, and is 29.75 miles an hour hour faster 
than Stamforth’s earlier average.

GOODS MADE IN IRELAND. 


LOCAL SUPPORT. 
NEEDED. 
DUBLIN MEETING’S 

APPEAL. - 
WHAT THE PURCHASING 
PUBLIC CAN DO. 


manutactured goods was issued from a 
meeting in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
last night. It was held under the auspices of 
the Irish Industries’, Purchasing League, and 
was addressed by the Lord Mayor, the Rev. 
J. E. Canavan, 8.J., and others. 
A resolution was adopted calling on all 
publie men to support Lrish goods. 


POWER OF THE PURCHASER. 

The Lord Mayor said that they were called 
there in the hope that they would encourage 
the purchase of Irish goods, which would 
help, not an individual or concern, but the 
whole country. He appealed, further, to house- 
wives when purchasing household articles to 
ask for Lrish manufactured goods, and to 
refuse all others. They should have the 
courage to refuse offers of foreign goods, and 
then shopkeepers would find that very soon 
they must satisfy their customers. Employ 
ment would be created, and he felt assured 
that if a steadfast purchasing policy were 
followed there would be a marked improve. 


‘ N outspoken appeal for support for Irish 


ment in the unemployed figures at the end of 


a year. They did not appeal to people to buy 
Irish goods because they were Irish, but be- 
cause they were best, and if they were in 
some instances dearer the value would be 
relatively greater. 

“We have seen a protest from various 
organisations about the importation of foreign 
clothing made under horrible conditions. 
li did not come a bit too soon. 
You will find that those who talk 
loud about nationality and trade 
union. affairs have not given much thought 
to where these articles were made, or under 
what conditions they were turned out; 
whether they were made in prisons or in 
slave workshops in countries that are not 
friendly to ours ”’ 

People had talked about tariffs, and while 
they had merits he would say that the people 
themselves had an effective weapon if they 
cared to use it. If required articles were 
not made in Ireland, then people should buy 
the goods of a friendly nation. 


THE INFERIORITY COMPLEX. 

Mr. M. W. O'Reilly said that they had 
to recognise that Ireland was for the Irish, 
und that her home manufactures must be 
maintained and developed. Ireland, he felt, 
had been suffering for a long time from the 
inferiority complex, but the people were now 
recognising the value of Irish goods. 

They wantel to encourage the growth of 
that spirit and bind the people together, to 
help everyone to enjoy a more happy state of 
prosperity, which must follow if the cam- 
paign were carried on with enthusiasm. 


PRODUCTION AND A MARKET. 

The Rev. J. E. Canavan, 8.J., said that if 
Ireland was tc prosper production must be 
increased, and a market found for the goods. 
The economic difficulty in the world at pre- 
sent was due, not to surplus production, but 
to unfair distribution. Ireland's policy in 
the past was to live and work for a foreign 
market. That policy kept the population at 
a low figure, and they could just keep that 


namber alive by exporting to England. The 
nation was dying, and would die unless a 

irited effort’ were made to keep it alive. 
it manufacturers could count on a market, 
on. consumers for their goods, then produc- 
tion .would ahead, lf the Irish farmer 
kzrows that he will get a better market for 
his cattle he will produce more; if he knows 
that more Irish eggs are wanted, he will 
instal the Shannon scheme among the poultry 
to see that they will lay by night and by 
day. (Hear, hear.) 

The consumer, he continued, was hard to 
organise, since people hitherto had been 
educated to buy in the cheapest market with- 
out asking questions. If Lrish people learned 
to be independent, they would avoid the 
economic calamities from which other 
countries suffer. The people must see that 
industries here were more numerous and 

rosperous. That was the function not only 
of the State, but of every citizen in it. (Hear, 


hear.) 


MAKING SACRIFICES. 

There was a school of economics largely 
in control of certain capitalist andertakings 
who said: that economic crises came round 
inevitably like the seasons, and that thev 
were to sit tight ‘until things would right 
themselves. 


Things will no more right themselves, said. 


the speaker, than’ a motor car will go 
straight unless you have your hands on the 
wheel. We should have a certain amount of 
Sinn Fein in us, and we must definitely 
accept an cbligation and make a sacrifice 
for the common good, There is no use in 
shirking that difficulty; if we face it we will 
be doing the right thing. (Hear, hear.)

A member of the deputation, who was 
concerned with the textile and boot industries, 
stated thai their case was the need for 
emergency legislation to. afford their 
industries protection from dumping. 

He said that the processes of the ‘anf 
Commission were too slow. ‘There were 
certain classes of goods being brought into 
the country which could profitably be manu- 
factured at home, and wirich an adequate 
tariff would not make dearer, while other 
classes of goods could not be kept out by 
any reasonable tariff.

THE STRANMILLIS 
CONTROVERSY. 


DEAN OF DERRY’S REPLY 
TO PRIMATE. 


-—_—-—_¢ --—_—, 


Writing to the Londonderry Sentinel, the 
Dean of Derry, the Very Rev. R. G. 8S. King, 
eays:— he letter of the Primate in your 
issue of to-day only accentuates the fact thai 
he does not represent the views of his Church 
on the question of the management of Stran- 
millis Training College. 

His references are singularly unfortunate 
for his case. There is no parallel between 
the Divinity School and the Training College. 
For, in the first place, there is no necessity 
for any candidate for Orders in the Church 
of Ireland to go to that particular Divimty 
School. whereas Stranmillis is the only train 
ing college for Protestant teachers in the 
North of Ireland, since the Government had 
debarred us from using our Church's splendid 
training college in Dublin, a very harsh and 
unjust proceeding. Further, as the Primate 
himself mentioned, the Divinity School Com- 
tnittee is administrative. and not merely an 
advisory committee, without any powers or 
even any guarantee that it would ever be 
assembled or consulted. But, beyond this, 
the General Synod has the power to insist, 
if it desires, on any particular training or 
qualification for those desiring ordination, so 
that the Church can, if the Divinity School is 
unsatisfactory, provide for their instruction 
elsewhere. 


A RULING IN GENERAL SYNOD. 


In 1918 a Primate ruled, in the General 
Synod, that it had no authority to define the 
subjects for instruction or training to be 
required tor candidates for ordination. “This 
followed the communication to the Synod 
of a resolution unanimously passed by the 
whole Bench of Bishops affirming that the 
adequacy of the training and instruction of 
candidates for the ministry was entrusted 
by the Church ‘to each individual Bishop, 
and to him alone.” The legality of this 
ruling came before the Court of the General 
Synod, which decided that the Synod had 
power to prescribe the theological studies of 
such candidates. This sufficiently shows the 
absurdity of comparing these two cases. 

The Primate’s comparison (at his Svnod) 
of the Representative Committee of Clere 
and Laity appointed by the various Church 
bodies (on which there is an overwhelminv 
majority of laymen) to autocratic Popes of 
the Middle Ages, will surely cause many 2 
smile. Whether is it more Papal to say to 
the Chur:h—‘*I am Primate, and alone can 
speak for the Church, neither Bishons nor 
Svnods need count ’’’ or to sav, as the Re. 
presentative Committee does—‘* You ap. 
pointed us to represent vou in this matter: 
we have conscientiously done so to the hest 
of our ability, and now it is for von to sav 
what action, if any, is to be taken.” 


A DEMOCRATIC CHURCH. 


Whether we like it or not, the Church of 
lreland is a democratic and a constitutional 
Church. Either its Bishops or its Synods 
have the mght to represent its views and to 
determine its policy. If the Bishops, then 
we might as well dispense with our Synods. 
boards of education, temperance, and 
missions, leaving all to the Bench. 

There are, | hope, few, indeed, who will 
feel that for a Bishop to engage in a Press 
campaign against the decision of his own 
Svnod is to play the game as it should be 
played.

WIDOW’S CLAIM FOR 
COMPENSATION, 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Mrs. Mary Brilly, of Kilcock, claimed com 
pensation from the Great Southern Railways 
Company in respect of the death of her 
husband, James Brilly. 

According to the evidence for the appli 
cant, Brilly, who was about 45 years of age, 
was originally employed as a milesman on 
the railway, but ea two years before his 
death he was transferred to work on a canal 
dredger. On April 21st last he was so en 
gaged in the vicinity of Shandonagh Bridge, 
between Mullingar and Ballymahon. When 
the work was finished he went ashore with 
two fellow-workers, Patrick Keogh and 
Christopher Reilly. They called at a house 
and spent some hours in conversation with 
the people there, but had no drink. They set 
out to return to the dredger at about 10 
p.m. The night was very dark, and Brilly 
went ahead. Keogh and Reilly next heard 
a splash, and on running to the barge they 
found the ganger (Nicholas Slevin), with a 
light, looking into the water from the dock. 
In a few minutes they saw Brilly’s face 
coming up over the water, between the bank 
and the barge. They pulled him out and 
tried artificial respiration, but the man was 
dead. The suggestion was that Brilly tried 
to get on board the barge by means of a 
th nine inches wide, stretching to the 

ank, and slipped off it in the darkness. 

In cross-examination Reilly, Keogh and 
Slevin said that they were not obliged to 
sleep on the barge at night. When con- 
venient they went to their own homes after 
finishing their day’s work. There was only 
about two feet of water at the spot where 
Brilly’s body was found. No medical 
evidence as to the cause of death was given 
at the inquest. 

Mr. Joseph Healy (instructed by Messrs. 
Bradley and Co.) submitted that there was 
no case against the company. Once Brilly 
ceased work for the day he was out of the 
company’s employment until 8 o'clock next 
morning. He was not obliged to sleep on 
the barge, and in any event there was no 
evidence as to how the accident occurred 
whether Brilly slipped off the bank or off the 
plank, or whether he fell in as the result 
of a seizure, 

John Kenny, canal inspector, said that 
Brilly was paid 39s. 9d. for a 48-hour week. 
There was no special obligation on men to 
sleep on the barge, but he admitted that on 
occasions it might be necessary. 

Judgment was reserved. —

The Lord Mayor presided at the annua! 
general meeting of the Feis Ceoil Association, 
which was seld yesterday at the ceniral oitice, 
Molesworth street, Dublin, 

The balance sheet siowed the total expen- 
diture (including prizes and medals £271 
l/s. 11d., adjudicators £391 §s., choir ex- 
penses £107, printing and stationery £121) to 
be £1,486 13s. 5d., leaving a balance to credit 
of £52 ós. ad. om the year’s work. 


COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

Miss Edith Mortier, Registrar, read the 
report of the Executive Committee relating 
to the th.rty-fifth Feis Ceoil, which was held 
last May. The number of entries exceeded 
all Br” records, reaching as it did a 
total of 1,087, the increase being well dis- 
tributed between solo an ensemble entries. 

Aiderman Hubbard Clark moved the adop 
tion of the report ard balance sheet, and 
paid a tribute to the work of the Committee. 
The Association had a jong and a successfu! 
carver. It started in 1397, and that year was 
distinguished by the arrival of Hubbard Clark 
in Dublin.” He had heard it suggested that 
the Feis Committee was subsidised by the Cor- 
poration of Dirblin and by the Government, 
and he tried to correct that idea as much as 
he could. . Everybody knew that this was a 
voluntary organisation, but comparatively few 
were ab'e, to éstimate the labour involved in 
condutting the. Association, or the amount of 
good that it has done in furthering the cause 
'f musical’ practice in Ireland. 

He wanted the officers of the Association to 
realise that their efforts are appreciated by 
the outside public and by all those who are 
musically inclined. He hoped that more en- 
couragement wouid be given to wind instru- 
ments, and if they needed an additional prize 
he would be happy to supply it. 


ENTRIES FROM CUTSIDE. 

Mr. Dermod O'Brien, seconding the motion, 
said that it was of tremendous importance to 
know that the music and musical talent in 
lreland was receiving so much attention, and 
that the yeung people were responding to 11 
so well. Through the example of the Feis 
very good work was being done in other 
parts of the country, particularly in Derry 
and Sligo. 

The report and statement of accounts was 
adopted. 

Mr. O'Brien said that he thought the 
restrictions upon the entry and competition 
of foreign bodies in the Feis Ceoi! might 
be relaxed. Treland had sent competitors to 
the Welsh Eisteddfod, while we could not 
reciprocate and receive Welsh competitors, 

Miss Griffith. honorary secretary, said that 
the Culwick Cup was not limited to residents 
in Ireland. The only inquiry that had been 
received was one from the Isle of Man. 

Mr. T. H. Weaving said that it would be 
encouraging a type of pot-hunting to open 
all the competitions to foreigners, but he 
saw no reason why we should not get the 
benefit of the high standard of choral singing 
such as they had in Belfast, a choir from 
which ran away with the prize last vear. 
He did not think that 
solo events, vocal or instrumental, would be 
for the good of the Feis. He proposed the 
opening of the senior choral competitions 
and the ensemble chamber music. 

Mr. Harold White seconded, and the pro- 
posal was adopted. 

The Lord Mavor congratulated the Com- 
mittee upon what the report contained. 
There was a big increase in the entries this 
vear as compared with former vears, and a 
pleasing feature of the report was that there

EVERAL Northern spinning mills, as I 

S indicated on Monday, are to re-open 

in consequence of the improvement In 
the linen ‘trade, following the suspension of 
the gold standard. 

The spinning mill of Messrs. John Barbour 
and Co,, at Whitehouse, Belfast, associated 
with Messrs. Philip Johnston and Co., 
which has been closed for the past 
fifteen months, has now been put into 


i commission, and spinning operations have 


This mill has 20,000 spindles, 
operation gives em- 
ployment to six hundred workers. rhe 
nrill is well equipped with modern plant, 
and it has been decided to take advantage of 
the present demand for yarn. A considerable 
number of spinners have already been re 
sturted, and it is hoped, should the present 
improvement continue, which seems probable, 
the full staff will be engaged. 
AT CGARRICKFERCUS. 

It has also been decided to re-open on 
Monday the Barn Spinning Mill at Carrick- 
fergus, which was closed some months ago. 
This mill has upwards of 16,000 spindles, and 
when in full operation can employ between 
400 and 500 people. 

Arrangements are in 
several other spinning 
closed during the past few years, while a 
large large number of mills which were 
operating upon a short-time basis are now 
more employed, almost up to a hundred per 
cent. production, 

DEMAND FOR FLAX. 

There is still a good demand for flax, and 
many of the flax merchants in Belfast have 
arranged for large imports from the Baltic 
Provinces. Merchants and weavers continue 
to receive daily increased orders from the 
United Stites and other export markets, 
which are taking advantage of the exchange 
rates to replenish their depleted stocks. 

Not for several years have various branches 
of the linen industry been so busy as they 
are at the present moment, and linen repre- 
sentatives abroad are experiencing a good 
demand for practically all classes of goods.

PRODUCTIVITY. 


The production of pig iron per man em- 
pioyed in 1928 was three times greater than 
that in 1914. ‘Taking 1914 as the base year, 
the index of productivity had increased in 
1948 to 170, while the index of employment 
nad only reached 115. Efficiency of produc- 
tien was so great that if all the textile 
manufacturers in Great Britain. worked at 
full pressure for three. weeks they could 
produce enough cloth to satisfy the demands 
of the country for a year. Yet, with all this 
plenty there were 25 million people in 
kurope without access to any purchasing 
power above that required to keep thein 
alive. 

The first step from the life of a savage 
community, working only to keep itself 
alive, towards the complicated monetary 
system we know to-day, was the establish- 
ment of a mechanism of exchange. That 
simple system, though amplified slightly, 
survived until 150 vears ago. It was then 
that the potential destroyer of civilisation 
was invented—the cheque. On account of 
that invention, and its elaboration, while 
there was only £450 million of currency in 
the country, the Bankers’ Clearing House 
was enabled to turn over in a year the 


gigantic sum of £44,000 million. 
PEN AND INK MONEY. 


Since the total cash in the country was 
only £450 million, all the other wealth, nor- 
mally called credit, was in reality pen and 
ink money. It was an accepted principle of 
banking that only 11 per cent. of deposits 
needed to be retained in cash as coin for the 
hanks floating liability. The remaining 89 
per cent. was free for re-investment, that 
was being loaned to other people. These 
loans were deposited in other banks, possibly 
the same bank, to the credit of the bor- 
rower, and were in turn the basis 
of further advances to the extent of 89 per 
cent. of their value. In this way, by 
pyramiding credits, £1 was eventually made 
to do the work of £8. 


REINVESTMENT. 


The world to-day was suffering from a 
lack of purchasing power, and one cause of 
this was the reinvestment of savings. This 
meant that where the income due to wages 
and dividends was £10,000, only £9,000 went 
into the market to purchase the goods manu- 
factured. and £1,000 was reinvested, thus 
necessitating the erection of yet another fac 
tory to attempt to give that £1,000 earning 
power.

The responsibility of the” Presbyterian 
citizens of Dublin in the matter of the slums 
and in the provision of suitable housing for 
the very poor was presented at the stated 
meeting of the Dublin Presbytery by the 
Rev. Dr. Denham Osborne. After considera- 
tion of the question the Very Rev. Dr. 
Morrow submitted the following resolutions, 
which, seconded by Mr. David Mitchell, 
were unanimously adopted :— 

“The Presbytery of Dublin, conscious that 
the condition of life in our city slums is a 
discredit to our civilisation, and more so to 
our common Christianity, cordially approves 
of the action of our Free State and Civic 
Governments now being undertaken for the 
provision of suitable dwellings for the very 
poor, 

“The Preshytety glad'y recognises that the 
scheme provides opportunity for citizens to 
take a share in this Christian and social work 
by assigning to groups sites for building or 
houses for reconditioning. 

‘The Presbytery heartily recommends the 
members of the Presbyterian Church to take 
their full share in this urgently necessary and 
henevolent work. It believes that this could 
be done best by their joining the Association 
for the Housing of the Very Poor or other 
society organised for the purpose, taking part 
in its work and management, and, according 
to their means, lending their money at a 
moderate interest, so enabling the work to be 
carried out on an economic basis.”’

HORTLY aíter á o'clock yesterday 
aíternoon a serious 'bus accident 
occurred at Firhouse, County Dublin, 
when a head-on collision took place be- 
tween a 14-seater R. and M. omnibus and 
a Red Line 'bus of a similar type, which 
were plying between Bohernabreena and 
Dublin. ‘The scene of the accident was 
the back road between Templeogue and 
Firhouse, where there is a “blind ”’ 
corner, which, at the time, was rendered 
dangerous by three horse-drawn carts, 
laden with sand, which were travelling 
towards Dublin. 

The Red Line omnibus, which was 
going towards  SBohernabreena, was 
suddenly confronted with the B. and M. 
omnibus on its way to Dublin. At the 
time the B. and M. ’bus was endeavouring 
to pass the line of slew-moving carts, and 
a violent collision occurred. 


PASSENGERS INJURED. 


The two vehicles were badly damaged, 
and passengers in each of them were in- 
jured by broken glass. The drivers were 
amongst the injured, and one of the con- 
ductors, James Duggan, 11 Chambers 
street, Dublin, was treated for injuries to 
the head and shock. 

Civic Guards from Rathfarnham and an 
ambulance from Rathmines, were soon on 
the scene, and fifteen people, who had 
received first-aid, were taken to the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin, where they were treated 
for shock, cuts and bruises.

UNANIMITY AT WHITE 
HOUSE CONFERENCE.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

OLLOWILNG an extraordinary con 

ference called by President Hoover 
at the White House last night, it 1s 
announced that a national credit institu- 
tion, with a capital of some 6U0,U0u,00U 
dollars (£100,0UU,000 nominal), is to be 
set up for the purpose of re-discounting 
banking assets not now eligible for re- 
discount by the Federal Reserve Bank, 
and so relieving the present strain on the 
country’s banks. 

At Mr. Hoover’s request the leading 
bunks of New York are assuming the 
leadership in its fermation. Furthermore, 
should it prove necessary, the Dresident 
will, he afterwards stated, recommend the 
establishment of a finance corporation 
similar in purpose to the War Finance 
Corporation, with available funds sufficient 
for any legitimate call in support of 
credit. 

The necessity of action, such as that 
taken by President Hoover, to restore 
confidence and thaw the frozen credits, 
unofficially estimated at 5,000,000,000 
dollars, in various parts of the country, 
is indicated by the large numbers of 
failures of local banks in recent months. 


AID FOR FARMERS. 


During August alone 154 banks, with 
deposits amounting to 285,000,000 dollars, 
were closed. One result, states the De 
partment of Commerce, has been the 
hoarding by individuals of large sums 
estimated at 1,250,000,000 dollars. 

Among other measures decided on by 
the conference was a broadening of 
facilities in. connection with the Federal 
Farm Board. 

Wall street has reacted most favourably 
to the proposals of the President, and the 
members of the New York Clearing House 
have agreed to contribute 150,000,000 
dollars towards the capitalisation of the 
proposed credit corporation. Leading 
bankers expect to have the plan ready 
by the end of the week. 

The American Bankers’ Association, 
which is holding its convention in Atlantic 
Citv (N.J.) to-day, voted their approval 
of the proposal. 


STOCK EXCHANGE RUSH. 


After the first rapture over the news, 
the Stock Market rushed to make hay 
while the sun shone, and heavy profit- 
taking drove back most issues one to five 
points from  yesterday’s advance. The 
turnover was about 3,000,000 shares. 
Bonds, however, were strong, Utilities, 
Rails and Industrials advancing on a 
wide front. 

Among those attending the conference 
were Mr. Mellon, Secretary to the 
Treasury; Mr. Ogden Mills, Under- 
Secretary to the Treasury, and Mr. 
Eugene Meyer, Chairman of the Federal 
Reserve’ Board. Sixteen Senators .were 
present and also sixteen representatives, 
ahout equally divided between the parties 
wh> had been chosen either as regards 
their positions of party leadership or 
because they were members of committees 
dealing with banking, financial affairs, or 
legislation. 

There was absolute unanimity in prin- 
ciple on the propositions which would 
require Congressional action. No ‘special 
session, however, weuld be called, and 
President Hoover will rely on the assur 
ances given at the conference. 


WAR DEBTS LEFT ALONE. 


Suyvvestions for extending the mora- 
torium of inter-Governmental obligations 
were briefly touched upon at tue confer- 
ence, but there was no attempt to reach an 
acreement, even of a zeneral character.

Grave insinuations that Japan is foster- 
ing independence movements in Mongolia 
are contained in telegrams received here 
by Marshal Chang Hsueh-Liang, the Man- 
churian Governor. 

They state that five trains laden with 
munitions and guarded by Japanese troops 
reached Ikusu station, on the Inner Mon- 
golian border, on October 2.

The International Disarmament Declara- 
tion Committe-, 21 Pembroke road, Dublin, 
have sent the following letter to President

““We, the members of the International! 
Disarmament Declaration Committee, respect- 
fully urge vou, when making choice of the 
national delegation to the plenary Disarma- 
ment Conference called by the League of 
Nations to meet in Geneva next February, to 
include in the delegation those who will voice 
the desire of the people for substantial reduc- 
tion of armaments. 

“We hope also that women will be included 
in the delegation. We feel that it would be 
unfitting that a conference of such primary 
importance, and with such far-reaching 
effects on peace prospects, thus a‘fecting the 
destinies of humoenity, should give ro hearing 
to the views of women, particularly those who 
are giving their energies to the promotion 
of international peace. 

“Efforts to obtain adequate representation 
of such women are being made in many 
countries. We earnestly trust the Irish Free 


ment made rt a later stage of the meeting, 


‘declared: ‘‘T propose to discuss with M 


Laval the question of such further arrange- 
ments as are imperative during the period 
of depression in respect of inter Govern 
mental debts. The policy of the United 
States Government in this matter is well 
known.

It had been stated by a previous witness 
that Zara Agha was supposed to be one 
hundred and f:fty-six years of age, and the 
oldest man in the world. 

The prisoner and Musa decided to visit 
felfast, and the statement told of their 
arrival in that city, where they stayed at 
No. 2 Donegall Quay for five nights. ()n 
Wednesday night the proprietor of the lod;- 
ing house, a bookmaker named Rvyan, ana 
Cullens went to the dog races. Musa ac 
companied them as far as the grounds.

The 3 per 
cent. issue at 42 gives a vield of 74 per cent., 
and the 34 per cent. at 48 one of fully 7} per 
cent. These are permanent stocks—that is to 
say, there is no question of redemption at a 
future date. The short-dated securities are 
also unusually low, some of the 6 per cent. 
bonds standing at about 10 points discount, 
although they are redeemable at par in a 
comparatively short period. This means that, 
allowing for repayment, the vield is consider. 
ably greater than that of the permanent 
stocks, ranging, in fact, up to much as 
8 per cent. or more. It may be useful, there- 
fore, to set out the status of these securities. 
The principal! and interest are not guaranteed 
by the Imperial Government, as shown by a 
letter written by the Secretary of State for 
India in January, 1930, in reply to a cor- 
respondent. In this the Secretary intimated 
that His Majesty’s Government had no inten.

proposed constitutional changes if financial 
stability is not assured. Therefore, His 
Majesty’s Government are determined not to 
allow a state of affairs to arise which mav 
prejudice financial stability and good Go 
vernment in India. They hav therefore, 
decided that, should the reed thev 
will apply to Parliament for the anthority 
necessary to enable them to give finance] 
support, under suitable conditions. to the 
Government of India for the purpose of 
maintaining the credit of that country, pend. 
ing a settlement of the stitutional pro 
blem, and the formulation of provisions 
which will ensure the maintenance of Tndin’s 
credit in the future. In view of these 
Statements which have heen reiterated bv 
the National Government, there would an- 
pear to be no reason why investors should 
not take advantage of the present eXCE))- 
tionally hich yields afforded by this group of 
trustee stocks.
